Generations of farmers on this continent have 
dreamed that wheat would some d 
dollars per bushel. Save in war t me that dream 
has never before been realized. Now it is an ae 
complished fact, and any one who has wheat that 
will grade Number One Northern ean exchange 
it at the elevator for cash on the basis of two dol 
lars per bushel for delivery next May. That long 
hoped for situation has not come about as the

On Friday when the two dollar mark was 
reached there naturally followed an enormous sell- 
ing activity in the large marketing centres of this 
continent and a corresponding delivery to Euro- 
pean buyers. But the buyers kept asking for more, 
and the price continued to edge upward. 

Equally remarkable is the price of rye and the 
demand for it. On Friday No. 2 C. W. was worth 
$1.64 per bushel in Winnipeg at the close of the 
day, with wheat standing at $1.98 5-8. Rye is tho 
creat substitute cereal in continental Burope. Mil- 
lions on that continent use rye bread as the regu- 
lar article of diet. When wheat goes to unusual 
levels there is a general tendency to resort to the 
cheaper grain, with consequent check upon the 
upward swing of wheat. But Europe is short of 
rye as well as of wheat, and there is no abnormal 
crop anywhere to make up the shortage in the sub- 
stitute. Instead of a reserve supply of rye acting 
as a balance on the price of wheat, as usually hap- 
pens, the scarcity of rye has deprived the consum- 
ers of that alternative and compelled them to buy 
wheat at any price they could pay. Harvest is 
now on in the southern hemisphere, and the pres- 
ent price of both cereals are fixed with knowledge 
cf the probable returns from that half of the 
Months will elapse before another erop 
is gathered in the northern latitudes and a new 
flood of grain comes into competition with the 
present supply. How far prices will go before 
July is a matter of speculation 

Meantime the satisfactory feature is that the 
Canadian farmer is getting more for his wheat 
crop of last year than he ever got for a previous 
crop in peace time. It has paid to hold wheat this 
season rather than to sell it early. Farmers who 
have not sold yet have doubled their receipts by 
the delay. The wheat pool should bring in a 
gratifying report at the end of the year, and send 
out still more gratifying cheques to its 
since the basie principle of the pool is to mark 
gradualiy rather than to rush grain into the bur- 
ing countries in the fall months. There is even a 
prospect that those farmers whose wheat is under 
the snow in the fields m be able to get more 
when they thresh it next spring than they would 
have got last fall. The grade will be lower, but 
the price of lower grades is now better than that 


the highest when the grain was cut.
